Washington, August 22.—(Special.) 
Representative Henry D. Clayton, of 
Alabama, chairman of the judiciary 
committee of the house, which is in- 
vestigating the report of Judge Emory 
Speer made by the department cf jus- 
tice examiners, today received a letter 
from Judge Speer asking for a copy 
of these reports. 

Representative Clayton declined to 
meet this request, but said the matter 
would be.laid before the committee at 
{ts meeting next Monday. 

“I may say now for the committee,” 
continued Mr. Clayton's letter, “that 
you shall have that fair and courteous 
treatment at the hands cf the com- 
mittee to which your high place ent!- 
tiles you. Should it be deemed essen- 
tial or proper for you to be present at 
any investigation vou will be advised 
in ample time. 

“I do not feel authorized tn saying 
the committee will furnish you with 
nm copy of the report made by the ex- 
aminers. The committee has not gone 
far enough with its reading of the re- 
port to determine upon what course 
of action shall be pursued. Following 
the meeting on Monday I shall make 
further answer to your letter.”

Washington, August 22.—(Special.)— 
Secretary State Bryan today lined 
up with Representative Oscar W. Ur- 
derwood in favor of the administrati. 
currency Dill, and against Kepresenta- 
tive Henry, of Texas, a long-time Bry- 
an supporter, who Is now leading the 
radical democratic opposition to the 
measure, 

In giving this eleventh hour 
port, Mr. Bryan turned the tide in the 
hovse democratic caucus in favor of 
the admnistration bill. He further 
evened up henors with Mr. Underwood 
with whom he had a controversy over 
free wool two years ago that has be- 
come famous in democratic tariff hia- 
tory. Mr. Underwood, against his bet- 
ter judgment, yielded last spring to Mr. 
Bryan on free wool and sugar, which) 
were put in the pending tariff bill. 

The currency fight today was over 
the Henry amerdment to prevent tnter- 
looking directorates on national banks. 
Mr. Underwood wanted this amendment 
referred to the judiciary committee for 
consideration in connection with anti- 
truet legislation, as provided for in 
the Baltimore platform. 

Representative Hardwick, of Georgia, 
sought to table Mr. Underwood’s nr o- 
tion and failed by a vote of 60 to 143, 
and the Underwood motion was then 
passed, 132 to 60. 

Secretary Bryan, in a letter address- 
e_d to Chairman Glass of the currency 
committee, approved the bil] as it 
stands, declaring President Wilson 
had recognized fundamental rights 
of popular control in its provisions. He 
asserted that the plank of the demo- 
cratic platform against interlocking 
directorates was ailmed chiefly at 
trusts, and he urged democrats to 
“stand by the president’’ and not to 
load down the currency bill with 
any amendments which might endan- 
ger its early passage. 

Fortified with the backing of one 
of the makers of the Baltimore plat- 
form, Representatives Glass and Un- 
derwood met the demand for an amend- 
ment to prohibit interlocking direc 
torates with a counter proposal that 
the democrats of the house take up 
yeneral legtsliation against interlock- 
ing directorates at the next session.

The children were divided into 
groups from the various playgrounds 
in which they take their daily exer- 
cises and were under the supervision 
of their different park directors. They 
were brought to the Grant park 
grounds by spectal cars, arriving 
about “3 o'clock. As soon as all were 


assembled they were taken by their 

directors to the spot which each play- 

ground contingent had been allotted 

and were grouped in a large circle.

No more impressive sight could be 
conceived than when more than 1,200 
people, most of them small children, 
broke out in a mighty prolonged

SINNING AGAINST THE SOIL. 


Out in the northwest, at public 
gathering of farmers, the subject of ‘“min- 
ing” the. land comes up for serious and 
lengthy discussion, and the practice is not 
only earnestly discouraged, it is vigorously

condemned. 

“Mining” the land means, primarily, 
digging out of the soil all the substance 
there is in it, without giving it anything in 
return. That is, cultivating the land reg- 
ularly, every year, without fertilizing it. 

A secondary meaning of “mining” the 
land, is cultivating the same crop on it reg: 
ularly, every year, either without fertiliiz- 
ing it, or without allowing it to improve its 
own condition by variation—diversity of 
crops. What President Williams of the 
Georgia Agricultural association had to say 
on this subject, at Cuthbert, recently, is 
worthy of the careful attention of every 
man in Georgia who gets a living for him- 
self and his tamily out of the soil. An ex- 
tended extract from his address is pub- 
lished elsewhere on this page. 

Sterile or barren land is one of the pen- 
alties the sinner against the soil has to 


suffer, but there is another penalty, which 
occasionally comes to large sections of the 
country and which virtually amounts to 
capital punishment. 

Take, for example, the Florida freeze in 
1895. The agriculturists of that state had 
not “mined” their land in the sense of cul- 
tivating without fertilizing it. They had 
come to one crop—oranges—with practical- 
ly no diversification, and when vast groves 
were frozen to the stump, old men lost the 
labor of a lifetime in a single night. Those 
who had the heart to try again, and others 
who had lost faith, have since made 
comfortable livings there—some of them 
fortunes—from diversified crops. 

There is more corn being raised in 
Georgia this year than ever befpre but, 
even now, suppose our cotton crop should 
fare as the corn crop in some parts of the 
west has done, would it not be a distress-

ingly lean year for us? 

The boll-weevil has played havoc with 
the cotton industry in some of our sister 
states. The picket line of the pest is with- 
in thirty miles of our borders. :

At the same time 
there are men who succeed on a small scale 
in the country, but fail on a larger scale 
in the city. Occasionally there is one who 
fails in the country and succeeds in the city. 

It is to be presumed that people who 
move from country homes to town do so 
because they believe they are bettering their 
condition. There are supposed to be better 
schools for the children; a clerkship lures 
the son from the field; society 
offer something for the girls. 

That city life has its conveniences and 
advantages no one would deny; but the ad- 
vantages and the ever-increasing conven- 
iences of rural life are not to be overlooked 
by those who desire the best things for their 
children and for themselves. 

There is a natural feeling of independ- 
ence, in the country, that must often be 
sacrificed when one moves to the city. The 
average man finds it more pleasant to su- 
perintend his own smal! affairs in the coun- 
try than to become a bossed drudge in the 
city. 

There are many parents in the city— 
especially those who have growing sons to 
rear—who would be willing to sacrifice a 
great deal to get away, even for a few 
years, from the restlessness and the irreg- 
ular hours of city life.

PRESIDENT WILLIAMS 
ON THE DANGERS OF 
SINGLE COTTON CROP 


At the recent convention of the State 
Agricultural society at Cuthbert, President 
John T. Williams, of Jones county, who was 
snanimously re-elected for another term, 
made a striking address in urging agricul- 
‘ural diversification in Georgia and the 
south, admonishing the farmers against the 
error of a “cotton only” crop. 

Along this line he said: 

“It has been wisely said that fire is a 
eood servant but a hard master. The same 
may well be said of cotton. We must be the 
masters and cotton our servants, or cotton 
will be owner and we the slaves. How shall 
we escape this bondage into which so many 
of our fellows have fallen? The answer may 
he found in one word, Diversify. With a 
soil and climate capable of producing any 
known plant, it is nothing less than a crime 
t. confine our attention exclusively to one 
product, the market price of which is entire- 
ly beyond our control. If a South Carolina 
boy can raise 228 bushels of corn to an acre 
of land, surely a Georgia man can do the 
same, and 228 bushels of corn to an acre is 
far more profitable than a bale of cotton, 
or two bales from the same acre. A neigh- 
of mine makes $100 per acre on oats 
and peavine hay-and leaves his land in 
better condition than before. Why cannot 
we do the same or better. An Elbert county 
farmer made $1,200 on an acre of onions, and 
the demand is almost unlimited. A Brooks 
county man made, $360 per acre on cucum- 
bers, and as long as pickles are made, the 
demand will far exceed the supply. In my 
own county, Jones, a neighbor of mine 
planted three acres in alfalfa the first of No- 
vember, 1912. The first of April he made the 
first cutting, 18 inches. The 26th of May, he 
cut 18 inches more. The 26th of June, he 
cut about 20 inches. Only July 4th he made 
the fourth cutting, the finest of all. This 
hay was as fine as ever went in a man’s 
barn. This man expects to get two more 
cuttings. It now stands 6 inches, and covers 
the ground entirely without a skip. This 
farmer says he is going to get rich in spite 
of himself.

For strawberries contain far more acid 
than most of the other fruits in season at 
the same time, and this juice acts very quick- 
lv on the- nervous system, especially in the 
case of stout and full-blooded people. Ex- 
cessive rhubarb eating can also produce 
symptoms of intoxication, owing to the ex- 
cess of oxalic acid which lurks in this fruit. 

But this is only one of many ways in 
which symptoms of drunkenness can be de- 
veloped, apart from excess of alcohol. It is 
quite possible to become temporarily intoxi- 
cated by excess of emotion, Whether it be 
sorrow, joy or music. 

The explanation is that deep emotion de- 
ranges the nerve centers, which are thrown 
out of unison with each other, so that such 
actions as walking and talking become dif- 
ficult. An invalid who lives on diet for 
some considerable time, and then suddenly 
has a huge meal, can quite easily get symp- 
toms of drunkenness on a chop or steak. 

Strong coffee on an empty stomach also 
produces results similar to alcohol, whilst 
the fumes of turpentine are very liable to 
render you light-headed.

WHEN 


Like so many incidents in: connection 
with the life of our Savior, from the time of 
his bigth to the day of his crucifixion, burial 
and rising, authorities seem to differ consid- 
erably as to the exact date upon which the 
erutifixion took place. For many centuries 
the Biblical scholars figured on the date of 
the birth of Christ, and finally settled upon 
a definite year, which is at variance by four 
vears with the date we count as the begin- 
ning of our Christian era. 

These same scholars seem to be less able 
to arrive at the exact date of the death of 
our Savior. Recently one of the most learned 
of these scholars has taken all the informa- 
tion obtainable on the subject, and in an 
attempt to fix a date has come to the con- 
clusion that the crucifixion occurred April 
t8. at noon, in the seventy-fourth Julian 
vear, or the twenty-ninth year A. D. 

His main reason for accepting this date 
's his computation of the position of the 
sun and moon. He has figured out that the 
full moon occurred at 7.41, Jerusalem mean- 
time. on the seventeenth of April, in the 
seventy-fourth Julian year. This was a 
Julian Sunday, and was the thirteenth day 
of the month, according to the Hebrew cal- 
endar. 

It was a rule of the law among the He- 
brews that the day began at sunset; hence 
the calendar of Callippus invariably called 
that day following the sunset immediately 
after full moon, the fourteenth day of the 
month and a Sunday (sun’s day). Thus the 
full moon occurred at 7.41 a. m. of the seven- 
teenth of April, a Julian year, and that on 
the calendar of Callippus was the thirteenth 
day of the moon, or the one before the four- 
teenth, and was a Hebrew Saturday. 

The Hebrew Passover was always cele- 
brated on the fourteenth day of the moon 
next following the solar ingress into the 
first degree of Artes, the verna] equinox, and 
it must always, by law, be celebrated on the 
fourteenth day of the moon, pas shown in 
the calendar calculated by the priesthood. 

In the Julian year 74 the sun entered 
Aries at 5.26 p. m., March 22, which was a 
Tuesday. The new moon following was at 
1:19 p. m., April 2, a Saturday. The full 
moon, then, falling on the seventeenth at 
7:41 a. m., shows Tertullian, the Latin his- 
erian, to have been correct in affirming that 
Passover feast was on the eighteenth 
of the calendar of April. 

Again this same authority says “Modern 
ecclesiastical authorities on chronology find 
it impossible to assume that Christ was born

states the nativity occurred in the forty-first 
year of the Augustan monarchy and the 
twenty-eighth after the death of Cleopatra. 
Thus, Christ must have been thirty-three 
years old at the time of his crucifixion, for 
his ministry began the third year before his 
crucifixion, 

The 18th of March, in the year 29 A. D., is ' 
the day that Christian tradition—whatever 
value, whether much or little, be ascribed 
to it—appears to point as the date of the 
crucifixion. The baptism has been tentatively 
Placed in A. D., 26-27: the length of the min- 
istry has been fixed, with some approach to 
certainty, at between two and three years, 
and this, too, would bring the resultant date 
for the crucifixion and the passover of 
A. D. 29. 

The great trouble that has been expert- 
enced in the settling of this date is to know 
definitely which moon or month was reck- 
oned each year as the moon or month of 
Nisan, and if it could be definitely decided 
exactly on what day that particular moon or 
month was reckoned as beginning it would 
be possible to tell in which of the years, 
28-32 A. D. years between which the author- 
ities place the crucifixion, Nison 14 fell on a 
Friday. 

The difficulty with regard to the month 
how the commencement of the 
year was fixed—in what year an 
extra month was intercalated before Nisan. 
If the Paschal full moon was, as in later 
Christian times, the first after the Spring 
equinox, the difficulty would be reduced to 
the question on what day the equinox was 
reckoned.’

Bettering American Live Stock. 


(From The Cleveland Plain Dealer.) 

By sending inspectors*to South America 
to investigate methods employed in export- 
ing fresh meat to this country, the depart- 
ment of agriculture has brought into’ prom- 
inence the fact that the meat supply of the 
United States is below the norma] demand. 

During the last two decades, as the pop- 
ulation has increased, the meat supply has 
diminished, until now there is a shortage of 
approximately 80 per cent. If the decrease 
of meat supply continues In ratio to the 
increase of population, how to secure a 
large foreign supply of fresh meat will be- 
come a pressing problem in this country. 

For years the department has sought 
to interest people in growing live stock, in 
doing intensive farming on fewer acres, 
raising crops that will be fed to live stock 
in place of being marketed, and taking the 
profits off the live stock sold ready for 
market. 

By tilling fewer acres, using scientific 
methods and growing all that is needed, 
the average farmer may have land left on 
which he can raise a limited number of 
head of live stock. That is what the depart- 
nent of agriculture is seeking to have done 
it suggests that all scrub live stock be dis- 
posed of, that only the best bred stock be 
raised and that efforts be made to market
